Recollections theme since | 
recently spent two weeks in Aus- 
tralia for the World Guernsey 
Conference and Brian Schnebly 
stayed in the office the whole 
month. Therefore, I thought that I 
would write a little bit about the 
genetics that | saw while in Aus- 
tralia. 22 US Guernsey enthusiasts 
attended the conference and tours, 
some for as long as three weeks. 
The Australian breeders put on 
a wonderful special show for us 
on March 10 with over 125 head shown from all over the country. 
We then had the opportunity to visit a number of herds, including 
Brookleigh Guernseys, home to over 350 milking Guernseys. 

While the Australians have relied heavily on US genetics to im- 
prove the production potential in their herds, they have used some 
sires that weren’t used as heavily in the US and have proven several 
of their own sires that are very worthy of mentioning. 

Sherma Enhancer Rosies Nitro-ET is a US bull that was more 
popular down under than he was here. Although he was an active 
sire in the US, he never received as much use as other Enhancer 
sons. Good udders and high fat are the highlights of these daugh- 
ters. Most of the herds we visited in Australia had one or two Ni- 
tros. They were uniformly fancy with shallow udders. We may have 
missed out on this sire. 

Four Winds Magicman-ET has many, many daughters across 
Australia. The consensus of the US delegation was that they were ac- 
tually more dairy and open than the average US Magicman daughter. 
As he has in the US, Magicman added width and body depth and has 
many wide-framed daughters, many of which appeared in the show. 

Old Homestead Dividend-ET has also been used extensively in 
Australia. His daughters follow the same pattern as the ones in the 
US. They are straight and fancy, could use a bit more width, and 
have uniformly youthful udders. 

Tiller and Option Aaron are two US sires whose daughters are 
just starting to calve in Australia. There were many Tiller heifers, both 
at the show and on the farms. They showed the strength and depth we 
have come to expect from him. I saw a trio of fresh Aaron daughters 
that confirmed what we have seen in the US — great udders. 

About a decade ago, several embryos were imported into Aus- 
tralia that resulted in bulls used in AI there. A Perfecto out of Tom 
Dee was one of these. He sired very youthful udders. A full brother 
to Rozelyn Enhancer Jules-ET, named Julius, also had a number of 
daughters, mainly older cows now. He seems to have done a nice 
job, siring extremely dairy individuals that really milk. 

Brookleigh QH Quebec is an Australian bull that has been used 
on a very limited basis in the US. He is sired by Queenholm Dea- 
cons Hytime, a Canadian bull, and out of a cow sired by a Chedco 
bull. He sires a very consistent and pleasing type pattern that in- 
cludes balanced frames and long-lasting udders. The All-American 
Jr. Three-Year-Old for 2006, Sniders Abbot Kloey, is out of a Que- 
bec dam that resulted from a small amount of semen that was im- 
ported to the US several years ago. 

Spring Walk Streaks Victor is another US bull that actually 
ranks at the top of the Australian sire index list. He is an Ideal out 
of an Admiral that was available through Semex. He seems to have 
done a nice job and appears in the pedigrees of many cows and sev- 
eral Australian sires.

here is a new Guernsey bull 

on the scene that seems to be 

gaining acceptance in nearly 
every type of breeding program. 
His name is Idle Gold E Challenge- 
ET and, despite some shortcomings 
that have historically been very im- 
portant to Guernsey breeders, his 
unique strengths have him appear- 
ing On many mating lists. While past 
articles featuring popular sires have 
focused on their accomplishments 
and lauded their impressive careers, 
it would be vastly premature to pro- 
claim Challenge a breed icon at this 
stage. It is, however, worthy of an 
investigation into the cow family 
and circumstances that led to this 
sire that outdistances his closest ac- 
tive competitor by nearly 1|OONM$. 

The main features of Challenge’s im- 
pressive proof are these: +.10% fat, +.07% 
protein, +2.7 Fore Udder, +2.2 Udder 
Depth, +0.1 DPR and 2.75 SCC. His linear 
profile for conformation traits predicts tre- 
mendous longevity, as do his stellar ratings 
for the fitness traits. 

Let us start this investigation with the 
little-known sire of Challenge, Rozelyn 
Patmar El Gato. El Gato was a son of Lily 
Lane Penny Perfecto-ET. He was syndicat- 
ed at the 1993 National Convention along 
with Myrtledales Hopes Magician-ET, who 
received most of the interest at the sale, 
bringing twice the price of El Gato. When 
El Gato received a genetic evaluation he 
was not released for active service because, 
like many of the Perfecto sons, he did not 
sire large volumes of milk and was lacking 
in most of the frame traits. However, his ex- 
treme ratings for protein percent (+.13%), 
Somatic Cell Score (2.55), DPR (+1.3) and 
Udder Depth (+2.8) made him a 
source of genetics that the breed 
could ill afford to lose. El Gato’s 
dam was an EX-92 Pender with 
over 22,000M 5.4% fat and 4.2% 
protein. She was also the dam of 
Glacier. The next dam, an EX-92 
Jennys Honor, had over 110,000M 
with 5.4% fat and 3.7% protein. 
She is the dam of Goliath. The 
next dam, an EX-90 Able, had over 
125,000M with 4.7% fat and 3.6% 
protein. In 1999 Mike Landers of 
Genex / CRI called the AGA office 
to let the El Gato Syndicate know 
that about 50 units of semen were 
still in inventory. That semen was 
distributed to several interested 
breeders in the hopes of producing 
a son or two for sampling. Chal- 
lenge was the only Al-sampled bull

that resulted from this project. 

It is easy to see that high components 
and reliable breeding are bred into Chal- 
lenge on the top side of his pedigree. The 
bottom side of Challenge’s pedigree fea- 
tures equally reliable breeding, although 
this cow family excels for total volume, 
one of the features lacking in El Gato’s 
breeding profile. The cow family behind 
Challenge originates on Fritsche Farms in 
New Ulm, Minnesota. Paul and Melanie 
Fritsche, along with their sons Daniel and 
Andrew, farm with Paul’s father Arlon. 

“In 1994, with PAFarms Smokey Cla- 
reesa-ET coming close to breeding age, 
Paul started discussing what to do with this 
promising heifer,’ recalled Melanie Frit- 
sche. “With both her dam and full sister on 
the CPI List and scored Very Good, (AGA 
Executive Secretary) Neil Jensen started 
encouraging us to take the risk and flush 
her as a virgin heifer. Neil’s suggestion was 
to use Wispride Pender Harpoon-ET,” re-

calls Melanie. “This flush resulted 
in PAFarms Harpoon Chet-ET 
who was sampled through United 
Guernsey Genetics and PAFarms 
Harpoon Cherry-ET. Cherry was 
scored EX-90, made the high CPI 
list, had a son sold to AI and a 
heifer sold at the 2001 National 
Convention Sale. PAFarms Si- 
esta Poker Cherish-ET was sold to 
Frank & Patti Faria for $5,100.” 

Harpoon Cherry’s son was PA- 
Farms Hot Shot Charles, a bull 
that, despite never being released 
for active service, is the ninth- 
ranked sire in the entire breed for 
NMS$§, is plus for milk and fat and 
protein percent and is +1.1 PTAT. 

“After this success flushing Cla- 
reesa as a virgin heifer, the time 
came to breed her for a natural calf. Again 
we turned to Neil Jensen for advice. Neil’s 
advice: ‘take a gamble and use a young sire’. 
His choice as service sire was to use Twin 
L Farms Magic Fortress-ET. The resulting 
heifer calf was PAFarms Fortress Cassan- 
dra, the dam of Challenge,” said Paul. 

With two heifers in the herd out of Cla- 
reesa, Andrew, a high school sophomore at 
the time, felt pretty confident in maintaining 
his future herd. The 1997 National Conven- 
tion Sale was to be held in LaCrosse, Wis- 
consin, and the AGA staff was looking for 
consignments. Neil called and approached 
Paul and Melanie about consigning PA- 
Farms Fortress Cassandra as a yearling. 
They felt this should be a teaching expe- 
rience for Andrew in marketing his grow- 
ing project herd, so Neil talked to Andrew. 
Neil told Andrew about the confidence he 
had in Clareesa’s genetics and in Fortress 
as a sire and how he felt people would be 
interested in the consignment. In the end, 
he promised Andrew that if he felt 
that she wasn’t going for what she 
was worth he and his wife Janice 
would buy her. 

“We feel that the best decision 
ever made was two-fold; first, lis- 
tening to Neil in flushing a virgin 
heifer and then breeding back to 
a young sire —Fortress. And sec- 
ondly, putting Cassandra on that 
1997 Convention Sale for Neil and 
Janice to purchase and develop,” 
states Paul. 

As promised, PAFarms Fortress 
Cassandra, Challenge’s dam, was 
purchased by Neil and Janice Jen- 
sen in the National Convention 
Sale. At the time, Fortress was still 
unproven, but Neil Jensen, then 
serving as the AGA Executive Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, was always on the 
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lookout for a potential bull mother. 
He had originally seen Clareesa’s 
dam, Frank Cory, as a young cow 
when he was a regional representa- 
tive for Sire Power in Minnesota. 
Cassandra quickly became one of the 
best daughters of Fortress, a bull that 
sired large volumes of low-compo- 
nent milk and, looking back, a very 
solid type pattern that included deep, 
open ribs and high, wide rear udders. 
Scored VG-89 as both a 2-year-old 
and 3-year-old, Cassandra fit this pat- 
tern well. She was incredibly angular 
and open-ribbed while carrying just 
enough udder capacity to keep her 
from scoring Excellent. She hit the 
ground running, making 30,530M, 
1203F and 1052P at 2-01 and calv- 
ing right back at 3-04 with 30,970M 
4.0% 1,250F 3.0% 943P. Due to her 
low components, she was mated with 
Royal Oak, resulting in Idle Gold 
Royal Crown-ET, and later to El 
Gato. The only female offspring of 
Cassandra was a VG-88 Royal Oak 
daughter — Contessa. She is the current #1 
CPI cow and just completed a record of 5-02 
365D 39,960M 4.5% 1,780F 3.0% 1,185P, 
and had a VG-88 Ronald daughter (another 
attempt by the Jensens to add components) 
that was among the top 10 CPI cows in the 
breed before she was recently lost. Contessa, 
the Royal Oak from Cassandra, has a Max- 
ie son at Select Sires named Idle Gold M 
Christian-ET. The Jensens flushed Contessa 
to Spring Walk Icy Iceberg-ET and Knapps 
Lorry Kaptain Seth-ET, resulting in a pair 
of heifers, with several more on the way. 
There is a Spider pregnancy due in April and 
Contessa herself is due to Lewis in June. Her 
Ronald daughter, Cinderella left a Decision 
Natural and an Idle Neer Success daughter 
on the farm. It is easy to see that the Jensens 
have not abandoned their goal of using young 
sires and seeking outcrosses for the breed. 

“Contessa herself is the opposite of 
Challenge,” states Neil. “She has a big, 
wide front-end and a deep rib. I can see a 
lot of her in Challenge too. Contessa has 
only missed on one breeding ever, even af- 
ter flushing. This cow family always breeds 
back, they are problem-free cows and are 
competitive. They always dominate the 
feed bunk wherever they are.” 

Fortress Cassandra was shown success- 
fully as a cow at the Minnesota State Fair 
and locally, continuing a family tradition of 
high-producing cows that are competitive in 
the show ring. Her dam PAFarms Smokey 
Clareesa-ET, EX-90, made a top record of 
5-01 365D 21,425M 4.4% 942F 3.7% 803P. 
Her show ring accolades include Reserve Jr. 
All-American Fall Calf in 1994 and Jr. All- 
American nominations in 1997 and 1998 as 
a 3 and 4-year-old. She had two sons sam- 
pled in AI — Saber Commando and Harpoon 
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Land of Living Jennys Honor

Chet — but neither of their sires turned out to 
be breed leaders and they, in turn, were not 
returned to service. Clareesa, the first ET calf 
ever born on the Fritsche Farm, did transmit 
her better qualities on the female side. Her 
two daughters that remained at Fritsche 
Farms both scored EX-90. Sired by Har- 
poon and Faro, they both made records over 
18,000M and 3.5% protein. Clareesa herself 
was a bit of an anomaly. Sired by Smokey, 
who was not known for width or high test, 
she tested well, especially for protein, and 
had a powerful, wide front end. This may be 
attributed to her dam, PAFarms Frank Cory, 
VG-81. A Gold Star Dam with a top record 
of 4-01 365D 23,080M 5.0% 1,154F 3.7% 
850P. Cory was 4th Sr. 2-Year-Old at the 
NJS-Madison for Andrew who picked her as 
his first 4-H calf because, “she led the best 
in the pen.” She later became the first home- 
bred cow on the farm to make over 20,000M 
and 1,000F. She won several National AGA 
Junior Production Awards for Andrew. 

Cory was the first of the Very Good 
dams in this cow family, but solid produc- 
tion goes back further. The next dam was 
a Wistar Premier with 5.2% fat and 4.2% 
protein, then a Fayette with 4.7% fat and 
3.8% protein - both calved three times. The 
next dam was a Welcome Fancy Top Dollar 
with 3.8% protein, followed by a Schwing- 
hammer Farm Quantity daughter that Paul 
Fritsche purchased from Schwinghammer 
Farm in Minnesota for his own 4-H project 
many years ago. 

The Faro daughter of Smokey Clareesa 
is PAFarms Faro Camero, EX-90. She has 
been on the CPI list and was the genetic 
winner and 5th 5-year-old at the 2006 NGS- 
Madison. She was the Hon. Mention Jr. 
All-American Winter Calf in 2001. She has 
daughters by Sniders Valors Aliance-ET

and Spring Walk Icy Chiller-ET and 
has embryos by Regis in the tank. 

Also in the Fritsche herd are full 
sisters by “Hot Shot”, PAFarms Hot 
Shot Carol VG-86 and PAFarms Hot 
Shot Chevelle, VG-87. Both have 
been on the CPI List. Carol has a 
VG-82 Valiant, a pair of very fancy 
Tiller twins, one is just fresh and 
one is due this spring, and Special 
and Royalty daughters in the heifer 
pens. Chevelle has a springing Ron- 
ald daughter and a Mentor calf on 
the ground. Their granddam is a full 
sister to Smokey Clareesa. 

“The one weakness this cow fam- 
ily has had is that the high test didn’t 
carry through to both sides of Cory’s 
family. The ‘Smokey Coral’ branch 
has had strong production but strug- 
gles with test. Smokey Coral’s Hot 
Shot daughters (Carol & Chevelle) 
could use more width and strength 
but they are extremely dairy. Prob- 
ably the greatest assets of Clareesa’s 
offspring have been the strong udders 
and strength that the entire family exhibits. 
For the most part, all of the family descen- 
dents have been very balanced, functional 
individuals with the Guernsey breed’s mild 
temperament and will to milk.” 

Idle Gold E Challenge seems to have 
taken some of the best traits from both 
sides of his pedigree. The youthfulness and 
high test of El Gato has combined with just 
enough of the production potential and ag- 
gressive nature of his dam’s family to cre- 
ate a bull that has many people excited. It is 
interesting to note that this family continues 
to excel to this day with the many family 
members noted above. They have done so 
in varied types of dairy operations. Fritsche 
Farms is a traditional, small tie-stall op- 
eration; Fortress Cassandra made both her 
records at Jens Gold Farm in Wisconsin, a 
225-cow freestall operation; and the current 
family members at Idle Gold have freestall 
housing in the winter and a pasture-based 
system in the summer. 

“The Challenges don’t have a lot of 
width or bone but they seem to have good 
rib,” comments Neil Jensen. “The way they 
are made, as mature cows they should re- 
ally look good. I hope that people will give 
the calves a chance because they'll still be 
around as older cows,” says Neil, referring to 
the smaller calves that Challenge is likely to 
throw. “I think people are using him because 
he is an outcross, something different.” 

Only time will tell how this story 
turns out. Just being different is surely not 
enough to make a great bull. If, as adver- 
tised, Challenge sires cows that will breed 
back, test well and have youthful, healthy 
mammary systems, he will make a signifi- 
cant contribution to the Guernsey breed 
well into the future.

Don’t you think it is time we turned our decreasing numbers around? To do anything 
you have to have a goal. This is an attainable one and if we breeders set our minds to 


it, we can do it. How? 
Some suggestions and possibilities: 


1. Make up your mind you want to help. Be determined. What you think... rules. 


2. (A) Embryo transplanting: Obtaining Guernsey calves out of cows and heifers of other 
breeds. Some breeders with a mixed herd are already doing it. Power to them. Maybe they can 
increase the numbers a little. If you have never used ET, give it a try. If you have only Guernseys, 
make a deal with someone who has another breed, beef or dairy, tovallow you to place your 
embryos in his/her animals. Beef recipients work very well. (We maintain a small beef herd 
just for this purpose. If we get a bull calf, we let it nurse for beef and we let heifers get a good 
start.) There are a variety of possible deals of mutual consent: 

I. Ona share of the offspring 

Il. For cash 

Ill. Borrowing some heifers of breeding age for recipients and raise them to calving and 

then return them to the owners as cows. 

IV. Use your ingenuity. 


Remember to hire experienced technicians; talk to experienced breeders about their routines; 
and ask their recommendations. Don’t expect miracles. There will be some disappointments, 
but there will also be some pleasant surprises too. 


2. (B) Embryos are available in almost every Guernsey sale. Embryos are also available 
through private treaty. To facilitate matters, the Guernsey Breeders Journal has agreed to start a 
CLASSIFIED AD CoLuMN for “Embryos Wanted” or “Embyros For Sale”. If you advertise 
“Embryos Wanted”, sellers will contact you. (See future Journals for details). 


3. Sexed semen. A good chance to increase your percentage of heifer calves. Conception rates 
may be lower according to some reports. 


4. Using sexed semen in ET. Expect to use an extra straw or two. 


5. Genetic Recovery Program. 


I hope you will join your fellow breeders in a determined effort to reach the goal of : 
“8000 in 2008”. We have already placed 10 embryos in two mixed herds. We expect 
to have more embryos available. If I can be of any assistance, please call me.

In 1998 at the World Guernsey Conference 
in Louisville, Kentucky, a syndicate of Aus- 
tralians purchased a Fayette daughter from 
the Diadora Family at OCS Dairy in Mary- 
land. While the heifer stayed in the US, she 
was flushed successfully and several off- 
spring have been born in Australia, includ- 
ing Storm and Valiant sons, both of which 
have milking daughters there now. 

Other sires of note include several from 
the Eby Manor “W” family, Big Spring 
Roger, Coulee Crest Enhancer Storm-ET 
and Aldens Valiant Royal. 

The cows in Australia are all grazers 
and are often required to walk long dis- 
tances. The feet and legs and strength we 
saw on many of the cows were admired by 
all in our group. As we look for outcrosses 
and new genetics in the breed, I think it is 
worth remembering that there are outstand- 
ing Guernsey genetics all over the world 
that may help the breed move forward.

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2007 Director Nominations 


ollowing the 129th meeting of the 

American Guernsey Association in 

Indianapolis, Ind., President John 
Mozier appointed two committees to nomi- 
nate the candidates for openings on the AGA 
Board of Directors in 2007. 

Candidates were to be nominated for 
District Five and At-Large. 

The Constitution regarding director 
nominations reads as follows. Article V, 
Section F of the Constitution states, “(1) 
Each Nominating Committee shall nominate 
at least two candidates for each Directorship 
and the reports of the Nominating Commit- 
tee shall be submitted to the Executive Sec- 
retary of the association at least ninety (90) 
days prior to the date of the annual meeting, 
who shall as soon as possible arrange for the 
publication in the Guernsey Breeders’ Jour- 
nal of the names, addresses and biographi- 
cal data of the candidates.” 


AT-LARGE

nominees for the directorship which repre- 
sents the At-Large position. 


es Konecky Jr. is from Wahoo, Neb., 
where he along with his wife Sharon 
operate Beauty View Farm. They have four 
children, Melissa, Andrea, Vince and Na- 
than. The farm was started in the 1950's by 
his parents, Tom Sr. & Marie who are now 
semi-retired. They milk around 90 cows 
and are 100% Registered Guernsey, beside 
the handful of other breeds they board for 
neighbors. 

Beauty View Farm is on TPE and en- 
rolled in Dairybelt Guernsey Sires young 
sire sampling program, The current RHA is 
19,000M with 890F. 

Tom feels we need to focus on adding 
longevity to the Guernsey breed. As well as 
strength and health traits to help the breed 
compete on the commercial level. He also 
feels we need to concentrate on maintaining 
the breeds components, he said "we are nev- 
er going to be able to compete with the black 
and whites for milk production. We need to 
keep our components to stay profitable." 


. Morey Miller grew up on a purebred 

dairy farm in Northeast Pennsylvania 
and was active in 4-H. He graduated from 
Penn State University with a B.S. degree in 
Dairy Science and was named the outstand- 
ing student in the college of agriculture. He 
was also a member of the Alpha Zeta Frater- 
nity. He then received his DVM from Cornell 
University and served veterinary internships 
at Cornell and a California dairy practice. 

Morey is part owner of a mixed veteri- 
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nary practice located in Granby, Conn. He is 
the current President of Salmon Brook Vet 
Hospital, an eight-doctor clinic with 48 ad- 
ditional staff. The practice specializes in bo- 
vine reproduction, equine and small animal 
surgery and medicine. He has served on the 
Board of Directors of the Connecticut Veter- 
inary Assoc. and is a member of the Ameri- 
can Assoc. of Bovine Practitioners and the 
American Veterinarian Medical Assoc. 

Morey owns and operates a 40-cow 
dairy farm made up of 21 Guernseys and 19 
Holsteins. He also co-owns a large dairy in 
Shoreham, Vt., that produces drinkable yo- 
gurt on the farm. They are currently selling 
this yogurt to Whole Foods, as well as sev- 
eral small shops in Vermont. 

Morey states, “I am interested in becom- 
ing a board member for the AGA to bring yet 
another area of experience to the table. I have 
worked with Guernsey cattle for over 30 
years. I am interested in promoting the breed 
to an interested audience for the protein/fat 
cow. The Guernsey breed has taken some 
negative bashing in the past but our asso- 
ciation is on the move to breeding a better 
cow to satisfy the components and longevity 
market. We need to get more ownership of 
Guernseys and I believe the best method is 
to gain entrance into established herds with 
long-lived, no recessives, snug-uddered and 
wearable feet and legged cows.” 

He goes on to say “because of our 
smaller numbers I believe we can do more 
to establish these wearability and manage- 
ment traits in the new bulls on the current 
active list. Yes, the studs are moving on to 
more health trait criteria, but PTA’s are not 
always reliable with low sampling numbers. 
When there are only 15-20 daughters of a 
new sire, why not send out questionnaires to 
the owners asking the tough health manage- 
ment question and compiling a database of 
this information? The questionnaire would 
seek information on temperament, ease of 
movement, illnesses, udder quality, milking 
speed, etc.,” suggests Morey. 

"Those who know me may call me 
a 'show boy' as Seth would say. I enjoy 
showing but that is not leading me to this 
position," Morey says. "However I believe 
conformation is an under-rated entity in our 
breed promotion. Granted the shows get 
plenty of press but many people have some 
really good typed animals that don't show. 
We need more programs that promote these 
cows as our readers of the Journal in other 
breeds keep track of such things. As a con- 
tract advertiser in the Guernseys Breeders 
Journal for a number of years, I am well 
aware of the following of non-breed people. 
Seth alluded to this in his Golden Focus a few 
months ago. My point being type will pro- 


mote this breed as well as components." 

In addition to liking the Guernsey cow, 
Morey enjoys the Guernsey fraternity of 
people. "They are caring, friendly and good 
shepherds of the breed.” 

“In closing," Morey stated, "a board 
needs to turn people’s ideas into action and I 
enjoy doing that. It is very rewarding to all if 
we can achieve a positive result. Thank you 
for taking time to get to know me.”

Dennis currently owns and oper- 
ates the farm with this wife Cheryl, parents 
Howard & Marlys and son Jakin (Amanda.) 
Also involved in the operation is his daugh- 
ter Nikki (Nathan), and sons Troy and Brent. 
Nikki was National Guernsey Princess in 
1999 and Outstanding Youth in 2001 while 
Jakin, Troy and Brent were all Outstanding 
Youth Finalists. 

The farm consists of 1226 acres: 500 in 
corn, 200 in soybeans, 200 in alfalfa, 60 in 
small grain, and 35 in white pine trees. It has 
been the home of Guernseys since 1910 and 
currently houses 200 head of Guernseys. Of 
those 80 are registered milk cows and 50 
Guernsey steers. Of the first six animals to 
enter the AGA's_ Provisional Registration 
program, five came from the herd, as a re- 
sult they’ve had 100% Purebred Guernseys 
since then. Oak Crest farm has bred and de- 
veloped many excellent cows. In addition 
they have put four bulls into AI organiza- 
tions. The herd is the oldest continuous herd 
in DHIA in Minn. The herd is currently on 
TPE and has been for many years. Animals 
have been consigned to state and national 
sales and at one time had cows milking in 
seven different states. They have also shown 
in local, regional, state, and national shows. 
One of the greatest compliments came from 
former classifier, Mert Sowerby when he 
asked “Are you running an old folks home 
for cows?” 

Dennis graduated in 1972 from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota with a degree in Ag En- 
gineering. He was a member of Delta Theta 
Sigma and the University judging team. 

Dennis was active in 4-H and FFA while 
growing up. He was named Grand Cham- 
pion Exhibitor of the 4-H Dairy show at the 
MN State Fair in 1969. He also received 
chapter, state and national FFA Degrees.

He was runner-up State Farmer. In 1982 he 
was awarded National Outstanding Young 
Guernsey Farmer. Furthermore he contin- 
ues to be active in 4-H as a leader today. He 
serves on the livestock committee and the 
Todd County Agriculture Society. 

Dennis continues to be involved in the 
community by serving on numerous boards 
and being part of a number of different orga- 
nizations. Those include Farm Bureau mem- 
ber and board member, State Farm Bureau 
Young Farmer Chairman, Project Leader for 
Long Prairie River Water Quality Assurance 
Program, Member of Todd County Compre- 
hensive Water Plan Project, a current mem- 
ber of MN Guernsey Breeders, past presi- 
dent of the organization and current director, 
member of the Dairy Shrine, and member 
of Faith Lutheran Church. In addition, Oak 
Crest Farm continues to host 4-H, FFA, 
and collegiate dairy judging teams. They 
were also a host farm for the 2001 National 
Guernsey Convention. 

Dennis believes that we must continue 
to breed a Guernsey cow that can adapt to 
all types of management situations- from 
grass pasture to concrete slabs. "We need a 
cow that will last for many lactations with 
little trouble. These high number, one lac- 
tation wonders don’t do the breed much 
justice. We need to continue to emphasize 
longevity, type and production so that we 
can compete in today’s markets," he states. 

AGA boards, as with most, can be com- 
pared to a used piece of machinery. With 
a lot of maintenance, foresight, expertise, 
care, TLC, and cooperation we can accom- 
plish our task at hand. In our case it is to 
breed and promote a cow that is and has 
been a part of our lives in the past, present, 
and future years. 

Dennis also believes that we must help 
foster the younger generation to secure the 
future. AGA youth programs are a great way 
to get the youth involved in the industry 
while teaching them life long lessons. Fur- 
thermore, as an organization we must operate 
like a business and therefore be as efficient as 
possible. That may mean working with other 
organizations that have similar interests so 
we can do as much as possible for the fawn 
and white cow that we all love.

illian Walther is part of a family farming 

operation in Garnavillo, lowa. Her partners 
at Rolling Prairie Farms are her parents, Dan 
& Ann Walther and her two brothers Jordan 
and Jaaron. She & her brothers are the fifth 
generation to farm on Rolling Prairie soil. 
Registered Guernseys have been present at 
Rolling Prairie since 1924. 

The Rolling Prairie herd is comprised 
entirely of registered Guernseys. The milk- 
ing cows are housed in a freestall facility 
and milked in a parlor.

nside this issue there is an advertise- 
ment from Ernie Berousek stating that 
we should strive for 8,000 registrations 
in 2008. The thought of this excites me to 
no end and also sends my mind racing as 
to how we may accomplish this goal. Ernie 
lists several factors that may lead to such an 
increase in registrations over the next cou- 
ple years and I agree with all of them. I also 
have a couple of other thoughts I would like 
to explain that may help with this as well. 
My first thought is that I know many 
breeders who are either behind on their 
registrations or simply do not register on a 
consistent basis. I know I have talked about

this before but I want to re-emphasize how 
important it is to have registered Guernsey 
cattle. The most important reason to have 
registered cattle is that they are so much 
more valuable than grade cattle. Registered 
cattle bring top dollar in both public and 
private sales. It is also important to register 
your animals before they reach six months 
of age and receive the cheapest rate for 
registration. I have visited with breeders 
on various occasions that wait to register 
their animals after they get into the milking 
herd. Their argument is that they see which 
2-year-olds are going to be around and then 
pay for those registrations at that time. This 
logic seems silly to me, as the cost of reg- 
istering an animal over two years of age is 
nearly three times as much! If everyone 
made sure they registered all of their animals 
by the time they were six months of age, I 
guarantee that alone would increase the total 
number of registrations. I try to contact as 
many people as possible that I know are be- 
hind in their registrations and give them en- 
couragement. If you simply need assistance 
to get caught up, do not hesitate to contact 
me. I would be glad to help! 

Another belief of mine that I think could 
help increase the number of Guernseys has 
been a personal opinion of mine since long 
before I came to work for the AGA. One area 
of management that I think we should take a 
closer look at is the age at which we are calv- 
ing our heifers. I have always thought that 
waiting to calve heifers until they are 28-30 
months is like throwing money away. It is 
no secret that cows do not make a farmer 
any money until they have a calf. So, why 
spend money on feeding her for an extra 
4-6 months when you can freshen her in at 
23-24 months and have her start producing 
milk? If we calve our heifers earlier, in the 
estimated lifespan of a cow, theoretically 
she will have more calves if she starts at an 
earlier age. Thus, providing more Guern- 
seys to the population (assuming she has 
some heifers, but that is a different topic 
in itself!). Some may argue that heifers are 
not big enough and do not produce as much 
milk when calving at such a young age. I 
cannot argue with that but I feel these heif- 
ers will continue to grow during their first 
lactation. I believe heifers calving older tend 
to get more capacity to their udder, which 
causes even more problems. Also, in the 
long term I bet that heifer calving at 23-24 
months will make just as much milk or more 
in her lifetime as the one calving at 28-30 
months that burns herself out too early. 

I feel these are just a few areas in addi- 
tion to those Ernie mentioned that we could 
work on as Guernsey breeders to help in- 
crease our population. It will take all of us 
working together toward this one common 
goal but we can do it if we are dedicated to 
the improvement of the breed.
